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STAGE SET FOR 
COLLEGE ARTS HQ 


AUTHORITY 

Coventry on board 
for combined powers 

MOVES for a West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority joining Birmingham with the Black 
Country have been boosted after Coventry 
councillors said they would sign up. 

It means the combined authority would 
be the largest in the country and the only 
one to have three cities —Birmingham, 
Coventry and Wolverhampton. It would be 
given devolved powers on areas like trans¬ 
port and regeneration. Sandwell, Walsall 
and Dudley are also signed up. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper 
said it put to bed any suggestion of the au¬ 
thority being called Greater Birmingham.

HALESOWEN College has 
been given the all clear to 
begin work on a £3 million 
performing arts centre after 
plans were finally approved. 

The college has faced a battle to 
gain support for the facility and had 
to withdraw initial plans for a glass 
corridor and display space after con¬ 
cerns were raised by fire chiefs. 

After being amended, the application gained 
the unanimous backing of Dudley Council’s 
planning committee this week. 

The two-storey centre will become the town’s 
own ‘Fame academy’ with teaching and re¬ 
hearsal rooms for students on music, drama 
and dance courses. 

The Whittingham Road college has been 
struggling to provide enough space for the 
growing number of students taking performing 
arts courses. 

Some have to travel off campus to use facil¬ 
ities at Benjamins, a function hall in the town 
centre. 

The new complex was due to be connected 
to other buildings at the Whittingham Road 
site by a glass walkway, which the college had 
hoped to use as an exhibition space and break 
area for students. 

But fire officers said the link way would be 
the main escape route for the block in an emer¬ 
gency so it would need to be left clear, halting 
the college’s original plans. 

Councillors agreed the amended plans were 
now suitable for the site but not everyone is 
pleased with the impending arrival of the new 
facility. 

Backlash 

College leaders have had to contend with a 
backlash from dozens living near the site who 
feared it will exacerbate problems on surround¬ 
ing roads already clogged with parked cars. 

Resident David Clarke, of Greenbush Drive, 
wrote to the council to complain the arts centre 
would increase traffic and parking problems. 

He wrote: “We have repeatedly reported that 
the failure by the college to provide car parking 
solutions for the high number of students who 
drive to the college means that our residential 
streets are adversely affected with vehicles left 
by college staff and students.” 

Halesowen councillor Karen Shakespeare 
said she was pleased the college had finally 
secured permission to build the facility but 
admitted problems with parking needed to be 
looked at. 

She said: “There are lots of issues around 
parking and those issues need to be addressed. 

She added: “But this is a positive thing for 
the college. If it’s going to bring fresh arts pro¬ 
jects into the college that can only be a good 
thing for people trying to get those kind of 
skills.”

There were around 402,447 visits 
logged at Halesowen, up from 399,688 
in 2013/14. The number of visits to 
Stourbridge rose from 579,061 to 
582,916 last year. But the number of 
visitors to Dudley Leisure Centre fell 
from 296,808 in 2013/14 to 270,165 in 
2014/15.

Bosses hope the new Urgent Care Cen¬ 
tre which opened at Russells Hall Hospital 
last month will cut the number of people 
attending A&E when they don’t need to be 
there.

A SUNDAY league footballer is facing 
a life ban after he head-butted an op¬ 
ponent’s mother who had run onto the 
pitch to protect her son. 

Corey Barnett was playing for Black 
Country Rovers when he became in¬ 
volved in a flare up with Hasbury FC 
player Jack Weaver. But when Mr 
Weaver’s concerned mother Pamela 
ran onto the pitch to intervene, she was 
head-butted by Barnett. 

As a result of the fracas in front of 
horrified onlookers at the Red Lion 
playing fields in Oldbury, Barnett was 
suspended from any involvement in 


opponent's mother 


football. He now faces a worldwide life 
ban after being found guilty of common 
assault. 

According to the referee’s report from 
the October 26 match, Barnett and Mr 
Weaver had both been red carded after 
an on the pitch altercation. 

Mr Kulbir Paul, prosecuting, told 
Sandwell Magistrates Court on Monday: 
“The victim’s son and this defendant 
were playing for opposing teams. She 
was watching when some sort of dispute 
ensued. She sees the defendant being 
aggressive and goes on the pitch to pro¬ 
tect her son when she is head-butted.” 


Mr Omar Saddique, defending, said: 
“He is remorseful about what hap¬ 
pened. It was a very chaotic situation. ” 
Unemployed Barnett, of Lilac Grove, 
Bentley, Walsall, had denied common 
assault but was found guilty after a trial 
last month. He was handed a 12-month 
community order including 150 hours 
of unpaid work and ordered to pay £150 
compensation, £500 costs and £60 victim 
surcharge. 

District Judge Mr Michael Wheeler 
told Barnett, 23, who has two previous 
cautions for violence, that there was no 
excuse for his bad behaviour. 


Portion of community 
cash going to festival 

UP to £24,000 earmarked for 
small community groups across 
Dudley will instead go towards 
paying towards this year’s Black 
Country Festival. 

Organisations such as scout groups, 
residents’ associations and park 
friends’ groups have access to more 
than £240,000 from Dudley Council. 

But council bosses have revealed that 
they will take around £24,000 from the 
community grant pot towards the running 
costs of the festival, in a deal likely to be 
ratified today (Thursday). 

They say the decision is justified as the 
cash will go on a festival that involves thou¬ 
sands of people and promotes the Black 
Country each July. 

Festival organising committee chairman 
Steve Edwards said: “It is fantastic that 
we have been supported and helped by the 
council to stage the festival. We want it to 
be sustainable on its own but at the mo¬ 
ment we are just running it as volunteers.” 

Dudley Council leader Councillor Pete 
Lowe said: “Following the unprecedented 
and overwhelming success of last year’s 
first ever Black Country Festival, leaders 
of all political parties on the council have 
agreed unanimously that it is vitally im¬ 
portant that we ensure this continues to be 
supported for years to come. 

Economic 

“The festival helped to bring commu¬ 
nities together across the whole borough 
and provided a significant economic boost 
to our towns and to local charities. We’re 
sure it will continue to do this in the future. 

“We have made a commitment that 
£1,000 from each ward’s community forum 
budget for this year is set aside to support 
the future growth of the festival for the 
benefit of all of our residents. This year’s 
allocation will be held by the council and 
will help support costs for the festival over 
the coming years,.” 

Friends of Homer Hill Park mem¬ 
ber Harry Bloomer, which has applied 
for grants, said: “It would be a shame if 
smaller groups lost out on funding because 
money was given to just one event. Little 
groups are only after a few hundred pounds 
and need these grants. It should have been 
discussed at the community forums.”

Hospital jobs are cut 
as trust saves £7.5m

MORE than 250 posts have been axed at 
Dudley’s hospital trust during the past year 
in a bid to save £7.5 million. 

These include 33 voluntary and eight compulso¬ 
ry redundancies, say bosses at Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

Two hundred positions have been scrapped by not filling 
vacancies as they have arisen and work is also under way 


to find alternative roles for 
a further 13 staff. Five have 
already been redeployed. 

Health chiefs at the trust, 
which runs Russells Hall 
Hospital, are acting to bal¬ 
ance the books in the wake 
of Government funding 
cuts. They have pledged to 
protect frontline staff — in¬ 
cluding midwives, ward and 
community nurses — and 
say compulsory redundan¬ 
cies would be a last resort. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “Voluntary re¬ 
dundancies totalled 33 and 
those staff left by March 
31. A further 26 posts were 
identified for compulsory 
redundancy as part of our 
workforce reduction pro¬ 
gramme for 2014/15. Of the 
26, eight posts were made 
compulsory redundant and 
left the organisation on 
March 31. 

“We continue to seek re¬ 
deployment opportunities 
for the remaining 13 staff, 
some of whom are already 
on a trial period. As vacan¬ 
cies arise, we are proactively 
matching the skills required 
for the post with those of 
staff on the redeployment

register and will continue 
to do this until their notice 
period expires. 

“We have also perma¬ 
nently removed 200 posts 
out of the funded budget by 
actively reviewing vacan¬ 
cies all year as they arose. 
All these measures have 
allowed us to make the nec¬ 
essary £7.5m savings whilst 
safeguarding as many jobs 
as possible.” 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin said he was con¬ 
cerned about the job losses. 

“Like any other local fam¬ 
ily we queue up at Russells 
Hall when we’re ill, so I’m 
concerned that the hospital 
has already lost more than 
200 jobs,” he said. 

“I know they are trying to 
reduce compulsory redun¬ 
dancies and find some staff 
other work but people are 
still losing their jobs and the 
cutbacks are a disaster for 
our local hospital. It’s just 
not possible to lose these 
jobs without an impact on 
the care and treatment peo¬ 
ple receive.”

West Mids 
lagging 
behind on 
job figures 

UNEMPLOYMENT is still 
falling with a record num¬ 
ber of people now in work. 
Official figures showed it 
dipped to a seven-year low 
of 1.83 million in the three 
months to March. 

But the quarterly cut of 
35,000 was the smallest for 
almost two years — and in 
the West Midlands there 
was a 10,000 rise in the 
number out of work for Jan¬ 
uary to March to 178,000. 

The number of people 
claiming Jobseeker’s Allow¬ 
ance fell by 12,600 in April 
to 763,000, the 30th consec¬ 
utive monthly reduction. 

In the West Midlands the 
total claiming was down 
2,475 at 84,851 (2.4 per cent 
of the working population) 
and while Wolverhampton 
still has the joint highest 
rate in the region at 4.4 per 
cent, the city’s total was 
down 234 to 7,013. 

There were falls in Dud¬ 
ley, down 173 to 5,530 (2.9 
pc), Sandwell, 153 to 7,235 
(3.7 pc) and Walsall, 123 to 
5,060 (3pc). In South Staf¬ 
fordshire it was down 22 to 
831 (1.2 pc). 

Manager Cathy Taylor, of 
Jobcentre Plus, said there 
was a continuing trend of 
falling unemployment in 
the region. “We are getting 
more people into jobs and 
there are still a lot of jobs 
available,” she said. 

Greg Lowson, president of 
Birmingham Chamber, said: 
“There is a rather confused 
picture in the West Mid¬ 
lands on the jobs front and 
this may be seasonal.”

MR fights 
to reverse 
closure of 
police desk 

AN MP has vowed to fight 
on to reverse a decision to 
close the front desk at Dud¬ 
ley police station. 

More than 2,200 signed 
a petition calling for the 
controversial closure to be 
scrapped but West Midlands 
Police bosses have decided 
to go ahead with the closure 
on May 31 as part of plans to 
save £3 million. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin, who led the cam¬ 
paign to keep the public’s 
face-to-face link with of¬ 
ficers open, said he would 
continue the campaign. He 
warned that the decision 
would mean Dudley becom¬ 
ing the largest town in the 
country without a police sta¬ 
tion open to the public. 

The petition was deliv¬ 
ered to Parliament in March 
but failed to halt the move. 

“I’ve been leading the 
fight to keep Dudley Police 
Station open to the public 
and one of the first things 
I did when I was re-elected 
was ask for a meeting with 
the Chef Constable and 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner,” said Mr Austin. 

“I got a commitment 
from Labour’s Shadow Po¬ 
lice Minister that he would 
expect West Midlands Po¬ 
lice to keep the station open 
if Labour won the election. 
With the Conservative Gov¬ 
ernment planning to make 
even deeper cuts to policing 
budgets, the closure is now 
going ahead,” added the La¬ 
bour MP. 

Front desks at Stour¬ 
bridge, Halesowen and Tip- 
ton have already closed. 


More arrests by police 
in drug crime crackdown 


MORE than 100 police officers have swooped 
on homes and other properties across 
Sandwell in the past six weeks in a bid to 
stamp out drug crime. 

The tally of those arrested in the Spring Safer Six 
raids now stands at almost 60 after six men and a 
woman were arrested in the latest flurry of dawn 
raids across the borough. 


Around £8,000 in cash 
was seized by around 100 
officers who have been 
working on the various op¬ 
erations. 

More than 100 rocks of 
suspected crack cocaine 
were found alongside the 
discovery of a three drugs 
farms harvesting class B 
drug cannabis. 

The latest warrants bring 
the arrest tally to 58 with 
49 of those charged and 
brought before the courts in 
recent days.Three remain 
on bail and one faces no 
further action, with 45 re¬ 
manded pending trial.

Road safety is 
facing the axe 

THE axe is looming for a 
team of 20 staff responsible 
for teaching schoolchildren 
across Sandwell about road 
safety after council boss¬ 
es agreed to recommend 
cost-cutting plans. 

A final decision on the fu¬ 
ture of the team, which vis¬ 
its schools in the borough, 
will be made the council’s 
cabinet by August. 

Sandwell Council wants 
to replace them with com¬ 
puter programmes as part 
of plans to save £2 million. 

As well as holding class¬ 
room lessons, the team 
take children out of school 
to demonstrate how to 
cross the road safely. The 
council said a new com¬ 
puter system was consid¬ 
ered to be a more effective 
way of teaching youngsters 
and was used by other 
councils. 

Council allowance 
rate being slashed 

COUNCILLORS’ allow¬ 
ances in Sandwell have 
been slashed by £100,000 
after a review of their pay. 

Members had already 
voted not to increase 
their ‘basic’ allowance 
for the year, saving the 
cash-strapped authority 
£31,000, and a further 
£69,000 will now be saved 
by scrapping several ‘spe¬ 
cial responsibility’ allow¬ 
ances. These are paid to 
councillors who take on 
additional roles. 

The decision is set to be 
rubber-stamped later this 
month following a review 
of allowances carried out 
by council leader Darren 
Cooper. “The next few 
years are not going to get 
any easier for local govern¬ 
ment and we need to do our 
bit,” he said.

Feel free 
to donate 
but make it 
anonymous 

SOME time ago, I made a small donation 
to a well-known charity. Can’t remem¬ 
ber how much, it may have been a ten¬ 
ner, possibly a bit more. Let’s just say it 
wasn’t going to stop the world spinning 
on its axis. 

For the next two, three, maybe even 
four years I was sent a deluge of junk 
mail. Glossy leaflets about the good work 
it was doing, of course. Personalised sta¬ 
tionery bearing the charity’s logo. Special 
messages at Christmas and Easter, and 
at least two Katherine Jenkins CDs. All 
designed to make me part with more of 
my hard-earned, presumably to reinvest 
in more CDs of popular sopranos. 

On another occasion, one of the chug- 
gers in Wolverhampton persuaded me to 
sign up for an annual donation to another 
national charity. Again the amount was 
small, and it later emerged it would be 
two years before the donation actually 
covered the commission for the grinning 
cheesemonger who persuaded me to 
sign up in the first place. I thought I was 
contributing to a worthy cause, not keep¬ 
ing a chirpy student-type in Starbucks 
and flip-flops. 

When I asked a third charity to lay off 
the junk mail, it responded with weekly 
telephone calls instead. 

All very annoying, and it made me far 
less likely to support any of these genu¬ 
inely good causes again. But, as a robust 
and reasonably thick-skinned 40-some- 
thing, I’m big enough and ugly enough to 
take it in my stride. 

For 92-year-old Olive Cooke, though, 
the emotional blackmail proved much 
harder to shrug off. A devoted charity 
worker herself, she became Britain’s old¬ 
est poppy seller. 

She too made donations to many well- 
known charities, but as always seems to 
be the case, whatever she gave was nev¬ 
er enough. 

An inquest has yet to be held, but the 
evidence suggests she struggled to meet 
the commitments and cancelled some of 
the standing orders. As the charities re¬ 
sponded by stepping up the tear-jerking 
campaigns, she took her own life. 

We all know it is hard for charities to 
raise funds, and most reasonable people 
respond well to a bit of tin rattling and the 
odd stall in the supermarket. But some 
of the tactics used by the big charities in 
particular are every bit as unpleasant as 
the cold callers from the personal injury 
and PPI compensation industries. 

Maybe it’s time for the Charity Com¬ 
mission to step in, and I would love to 
know how much of people’s donations is 
ploughed back into marketing. 

In the meantime, I do believe we all still 
have a duty to help the less fortunate, but 
make sure it is anonymous. 

The moment they ask for names, ad¬ 
dresses, or bank details, make your ex¬ 
cuses and leave. 

Unless you are a very big Katherine 
Jenkins fan. 



Service to honour 
fatal air crash crew

Families gathered to remember 
the Lancaster Bomber air 
crash in Wednesfield 70 years 
ago. JORDAN HARRIS reports 


RESIDENTS in Wednesfield have 
paid tribute to seven airmen killed 
in a horror air crash in Wolver¬ 
hampton - just days after Victory in 
Europe was declared. 

On the 70th anniversary of the Lancas¬ 
ter bomber crash in which all on board 
perished, a service was held to pay trib¬ 
ute to those who died. 

The plane had been on a routine train¬ 
ing flight when it began losing altitude and 
crashed on Lichfield Road on May 17, 1945, at 
approximately 5.15pm. 

The tragic accident - which occurred just 
nine days after VE day - left a five foot crater, 
with wreckage spread over two miles. 

The seven airmen on board, none of whom 
were over 24, were based in East Kirkby, Lin¬ 
colnshire, and are thought to be the only ser¬ 
vicemen killed in Wolverhampton during the 
Second World War. 

Campaign 

After the crash, the wreckage and remains 
of the crew were bulldozed into the crater and 
a local minister performed a simple funeral 
ceremony. 

The Wednesfield Historical Society and Rev¬ 
erend Nick Watson of St Thomas’s Church in 
Wednesfield organised Sunday’s remembrance 
service. They are also launching a campaign to 
secure funding for a memorial to be built on 
the crash site as a permanent tribute to the 
crew. 

The names of the airmen who died were 
Ronnie O’Donnell, John Sills, Bernard Hall, 
Victor Meade, Gordon Rabbetts, Reginald 
Smith and Vincent Southworth. 

Mr Meade’s son Barry drove up from Wilt¬ 
shire to attend the service and was joined by 
Mr Meade’s wife Joan and other members of 
his family. Mr Meade said: “It was a lovely ser¬ 


vice to remember the airmen tragically killed 
here 70 years ago. 

“This is the first time the family has come 
because we did not know about it when a sim¬ 
ilar event happened for the 60th anniversary. 

“We are so grateful to the organisers for 
making us feel welcome,” he added. 

“I was only three months old when my dad 
died. He was only 22 when the accident hap¬ 
pened and he died very young.” 

Despite it being 70 years since the fatal 
crash, the details of what happened that day 
are still unclear - and the direction the plane 
was flying from has long been a topic of debate 
for residents in Wednesfield. 

An Express & Star report from the time 
features quotes from a driver who said the 
bomber flew over him as he was delivering 
newspapers on Stubby Lane. 

However, Tony Gough, a member of 


Wednesfield Historical Society, a young boy 
at the time, said it flew over him by Wednes¬ 
field Park. He also believes the crew may have 
saved his life in the process. 

He said: “I was on top of the air raid shelter 
in Amos Lane by the King George V playing 
fields, trying to retrieve a ball. 

“As I was preparing to climb down I heard 
the sound of an engine from a plane and when 
I looked up I saw the Lancaster emerge from 
the clouds. 

“It was probably only about 500 feet above 
ground level. It flew over my head and disap¬ 
peared into the grey sky. 

“Then I heard a loud bang followed by a 
cloud of thick black smoke. 

“I jumped from the top of the shelter, some¬ 
thing which I didn’t have the courage to do 
before. 

“A group of around 15 us ran towards where 


the smoke was rising up and as we made the 
journey, that group doubled. 

“We were running through people’s gar¬ 
dens, hedges and all sorts. 

“I eventually came to the crash site on Li¬ 
chfield Road. I firmly believe that the crew of 
that plane sacrificed their own lives to save us 
kids on the King George playing field, because 
they could have crashed there. 

“I think they extended their flight as much 
as they could after seeing young children play¬ 
ing on the field.” 

The following day, May 18,1945 the Express 
& Star reported on the crash, with a picture 
showing firefighters spraying water into the 
smouldering crater and witness accounts of 
the crash. 

Distance 

In an article headlined ‘Seven killed in Lan¬ 
caster bomber crash on road at Wednesfield’, a 
special correspondent reported: “Seven mem¬ 
bers of a crew of a four-engined Lancaster 
bomber were killed last night when the ma¬ 
chine crashed in Lichfield Road, Wednesfield 
and was blown to pieces. 

“Four bricklayers who were on the road 
some distance away were thrown to the ground 
by the blast and had to be treated for shock. 

“Pieces of the bomber were strewn over an 
area two miles wide. 

“There was not a single piece of the plane 
left larger than a table-top. When I arrived 
at the scene shortly after the crash, firemen 
were playing on the wreckage and had the fire 
well under control. A long stretch of hedge had 
been burnt to the ground and the grass of a 
field scorched and burned over a large area.” 

Simon Hamilton, who is a member of 
Wednesfield Historical Society and the Hands 
On Wednesfield group, said the debate was a 
key topic for residents interested in their local 
history. 

He has been heavily involved with organis¬ 
ing the service and the planning for a perma¬ 
nent memorial. 

He said: “The Lancaster crash is a key part 
of our history and a permanent memorial 
would be a fitting tribute to those who lost 
their lives.”

Mapping outbleak 
future for Labour 


Tom Watson and Emma Reynolds will lose out in the boundary changes 



WITHOUT the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats to stop them, the Tories 
will want to resurrect their re¬ 
view of Parliamentary bound¬ 
aries - and Labour will suffer 
for it. 

David Cameron decided years 
ago he wanted to reduce the cost 
of politics and get rid of 50 out of 
650 MPs. 

But the redrawing of boundaries 
hurts Labour’s chances of recovering 
from their General Election defeat. 

The Boundary Commission’s revi¬ 
sions have been archived since 2013 
because the Lib Dems refused to go 
along with them - punishment for the 
Tories not backing their reform of the 
House of Lords. The main casualties 
are areas like Sandwell and Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Moved 

The Tory seats in southern Staf¬ 
fordshire are largely unchanged, al¬ 
though true blue Stone becomes West 
Staffordshire and gets a bit of Labour 
Stoke on Trent South added to it. 

There are a few bits of South Staf¬ 
fordshire that get moved in Stafford, 
but nothing to give Gavin Williamson 
or Jeremy Lefroy cause for concern. 

Wolverhampton North East, the 
seat held by Labour’s Emma Reyn¬ 
olds, gets carved up between a new 
Wolverhampton East, Wolverhampton 
West and a new Walsall West. West 
Bromwich East, held by Tom Watson, 
also gets split up. Both are big hitters 


- Miss Reynolds as shadow communi¬ 
ties and local government secretary, 
Mr Watson as a contender for La¬ 
bour’s deputy leadership. 

There was no way David Cameron 
could have had anything to do with 
the way in which the political maps 
were redrawn. 

But when it comes to holding on 
to his seats in the Black Country, he 
could not have planned an advantage 
for 2020 better if he had been holding 
a marker pen. Suddenly the result for 
Labour looks even more bleak. 

In the wake of the council elections 
there is now only one Labour district 
councillor in the whole of South Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

The Tories are so strong there that 
14 seats did not even get put to the 
public vote because no-one challenged 
their candidates. They now hold 43 


out of the 49 seats. Although I’m al¬ 
ways wary of one-party authorities or 
those where the opposition is so small 
as to be utterly ineffective, there’s no 
getting away from the fact the Con¬ 
servatives are clearly the ones people 
wanted, just as in Sandwell, where 71 
out of 72 seats belong to Labour. 

Our new intake of MPs have spent 
the week getting themselves settled in 
to the Commons. 

Dudley South Conservative Mike 
Wood celebrated his victory with his 
family. His daughter and a friend had 
a joint birthday party so Mr Wood es¬ 
corted around 20 six and seven-year- 
olds around Dudley Zoo. 

Compared with the barking, bray¬ 
ing and childish histrionics of the 
House, I’d imagine it was the height 
of grown up sophistication.

THERE was an unsung hero 
among Liverpool’s all-con¬ 
quering 1983/84 squad — 
Chris Rea. 

The singer’s little knowm hit I Don’t 
Know What It Is But I Love It became 
the club’s anthem during its treble-win¬ 
ning campaign and spawned the title of 
this Tony Evans tome. And it couldn’t 
be a more appropriate title. 

Led by 63-year-old ‘Smokin’ Joe Fa¬ 
gan, in his first year as boss, The Reds 
had a lot a lot to live up to following 
Bob Paisley’s trophy-laden years. De¬ 
spite a depleted squad, injuries to key 
players at key times — and even the 
ignominy of losing twice to relegated 
Wolves - Liverpool overcame the odds 
to lift the League title, the League Cup 
— beating Walsall en route — and then 
the big one, the European Cup, down¬ 
ing AS Roma in their own backyard. 

Evans, who grew up a Liverpool fan, 
in now football editor at The Times. He 
followed the club at home and abroad 
during the epic 67-game season, 
watching all 42 Anfield games. 

I Don’t Know What It Is But I Love 
It (Penguin, paperback, £9.99) is his 
account of the players’ booze-fuelled 
journey through that campaign, how 
team spirit and togetherness won the 
day. 

Evans speaks to most of the lead¬ 
ing players to gather their verdicts of 
that memorable season and also gains 
access to Smokin’ Joe’s diary. The 
result is just what Liverpool proved to 
be back in the day — a winner! It’s a 
riveting read, one that you don’t need 
to be a Liverpool supporter, or even a 
football fan, to thoroughly enjoy.

When it comes to plot twists, Game 
of Thrones has got nothing on English 
history in the 17th century. That most

meticulous of historians Peter Ackroyd 
reaches the Stuarts and the bloodiest 
conflict on English soil in Civil War: 
The History of England Volume III 
(Pan, paperback, £9.99). 

Surprisingly Ackroyd doesn’t dwell 
too much on the battles of the actu¬ 
al war in this weighty volume but is 
peerless in his exploration of the polit¬ 
ical machinations and religious fervour 
which split the nation. He follows the 
story of a doomed royal house from the 
jubilation at the union of England and 
Scotland at the start of the century un¬ 
der a Stuart king, to the ignoble flight 
of the last true Stuart king by its end. 

Ackroyd turns up many anecdotes 
that bring the clash between Round- 
head and Cavalier vividly to life. He 
also paints a detailed picture of the two 


most important players in this drama, 
grimly determined Oliver Cromwell and 
the impetuous, imperious Charles I. 

People tend to have more ‘stuff’ 
now than ever before. The consumer 
society has left many living in homes 
cluttered with clothes they don’t wear, 
gadgets they don’t use and food they 
won’t eat. 

Trend spotter James Wallman sug¬ 
gests in his book Stuffocation (Pen¬ 
guin, paperback, £9.99) that people 
don’t just need a clean out, they need 
to fundamentally revalue their lives by 
putting the emphasis on experiences 
rather than ‘stuff. 

He claims that living a simpler, clut¬ 
ter-free life can make people healthier 
and happier. There are lots of exam¬ 
ples of people who have turned their 
back on the consumer society. Howev¬ 
er, it seems to me that the resourceful 
people he highlights, mostly American, 
come from wealthy and highly edu¬ 
cated backgrounds that mean if their 
minimalist, ‘experientialist’ lifestyle ex¬ 
periment fails, they will be able to ease 
their way back into consumer society. 

In a world where many are drown¬ 
ing not in ‘stuff but the Mediterranean 
ocean because they would like to have 
some ‘stuff too, rather than live in pov¬ 
erty or a war zone, moaning about a 
clutter crisis seems terribly bourgeois. 

Maybe we just need some — deep 
breaths please — calm. Calm the mind, 
change the world suggests Michael 
Acton Smith in his book entitled, you 
guessed it, Calm (Penguin, paper¬ 
back, £9.99). It is a superbly designed 
volume, it even feels nice in your 
hands, and reminds me of Kerri Smith’s 
similarly unconventional books such as 
Wreck This Journal. 

Calm is full of tips on how to get rid of 
stress. Though the cynical may snort at 
some of the ideas, there is some good 
practical advice here for those who find 
modern life getting too demanding.

THIS story is of a jury deliberating on the 
fate of a teenager facing the electric chair 
for murder in 1950s America. 

Reginald Rose’s adaptation keeps all the 
tension, prejudice, angst, anger and pathos 
of the original. 

Set in the stifling confines of the jury 
room with a storm brewing both inside and 
out, each of the 12 bring their bias, under¬ 
standing, apathy, indifference, compassion 
and sense of justice into the melting pot. 

The characters are simply known by jury 
numbers because they could be any of us. 


The central figure, Juror No.8, played pas¬ 
sionately by Jason Merrells, is the lone voice 
among the dozen and who is the only one to 
express his misgivings, while all around him 
are convinced it’s an open and shut case. 

Andrew Lancel gets his teeth into the role 
of Juror No.3 and gives a superb perfor¬ 
mance as the disillusioned father wanting 
to vent his anger, hurt and revenge on the 
defendant.

Pub is ploughing ahead 



Highly recommended - the Plough and Harrow has interesting menu options 


Warm and friendly atmosphere greets you on arrival 


LEIGH SANDERS popped into 
the Plough & Harrow at 
Aldridge, near Walsall, and was 
impressed with what he found 

What did it feel like? 

This is a great little pub, which has been 
stylishly refurbished to maximise the comfort¬ 
able dining experience. 

The lighting is just right, the decor big with¬ 
out being too bold. There are huge hanging 
decorations and a glass wine lock-up situated 
in the middle to get the connoisseurs fidgeting 
in their seats. 

They have fitted a number of tables in to the 
space available, but the way they are laid out 
never makes you feel cramped. 

How were the staff? 

Dressed in a smart-casual manner they were 
attentive, professional and friendly from the 
start. They chatted about drinks and food and 
hinted at recommendations without trying to 
push you towards any given dish. 

The place was fairly busy, yet they kept the 
level of service throughout other than the des¬ 
sert menus being left with us a little too long 
before we were able to get the bill. 

What did you start with? 

The deep-fried crusted Somerset brie was 
a delight. It came with an apricot and cumin 
chutney which had a nice tang to it and cut 
through the smoothness of the cheese. 

We also opted for the salt and Szechuan 
pepper squid, complete with cucumber ribbons 
and garlic aioli. The amount of pepper sprin¬ 
kled in was perfect and the squid itself was just 
the right texture. It was a delightful start to 
the evening. 

What came next? 

The garlic and buttermilk battered halloumi 
is a must-try. It comes with twice-cooked 
chunky chips, homemade pea puree and a 


tartare sauce. The latter is not your stand¬ 
ard fare. Thick in texture and with a really 
vibrant flavour it complimented the halloumi 
well. 

The chips, however, could have been a little 
warmer. They had perhaps been sat too long 
before being brought out to the table. How¬ 
ever, they still tasted great and, again, stood 
head and shoulders above other pub grub ef¬ 
forts. 

We also ordered Dauphinoise potatoes on 


the side, which were a little dry towards the 
bottom but on the whole were as you would 
want them - soft and creamy. 

What was the other main course? 

We also selected the slow-cooked British 
beef and Black Sheep Ale pie. 

The pastry was gorgeous and there was 
plenty of filling to get stuck into. 

At first it seemed as if the ale had made 
it a little too runny, but as this soaked into 


the pastry it became clear these fears were 
unfounded and there was plenty to dip your 
other ingredients into for extra flavour. These 
consisted of borage, honey roasted carrots and 
a healthy dollop of kale and cabbage mashed 
potato. 

The mashed potato in particular was well 
done. It was thick and creamy, and with the 
vegetables mixed in it gave it a good consist¬ 
ency that could mop up some of that remain¬ 
ing sauce from the pie. 


But no desserts on this occasion? 

No, time was against us unfortunately. But 
not that the menu didn’t do its best to get us 
to stay longer. There is a real variety for those 
with a sweet tooth. 

The winter berry Eton Mess sounded de¬ 
lightful. 

A good night then? 

Definitely. Well-priced and with great food 
and service. We will be back.

Already at the forefront of 
diesel technology with its 
current production cars, 
Audi is claiming a revolu¬ 
tionary step towards car¬ 
bon-neutral cars after creat¬ 
ing a new type of diesel from 
water and carbon dioxide. 

Using renewable energy sourc¬ 
es such as wind, wave and solar 


power, the water is split into oxy¬ 
gen and hydrogen. 

The hydrogen is then mixed with 
carbon monoxide, harvested from car¬ 
bon dioxide in the atmosphere, and 
under high pressure and temperatures 
the two react to create crude. 

This can then be refined and mixed 
with conventional diesel or used on its 
own. 

According to test results, it is also 
more efficient than conventional die¬

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Putting on 
the style 
at bargain 
price tag

Add style to most cars and you add cost too, 
sometimes paying a small fortune for some¬ 
thing that stands out in a crowd. 

And we don’t seem to mind, a fact the car makers 
know only too well. It means they can bump up the 
bottom line and we keep smiling. 

Well, here is a car that trades on its look to sell over the 
more mundane machine it’s based on - but doesn’t ask for 
extra for the privilege of a bit more style. 

Say hello to the new Hyundai i20 coupe, closely based 
on the latest i20 hatchback but lacking a couple of doors 
and with the body subtly redrawn to give it a svelte look 
from the side. 

The result is a car that won’t frighten the horses but might 
just draw admiring glances as it attempts to park in the daily 
school run jamboree - looks that will turn to mild astonish¬ 
ment when the price is disclosed. 

Because here is a car that seems a genuine bargain. No, 
make that a steal if you compare it with something like a 
Ford Fiesta with the same sized engine and a near equal 
price tag. 

Lost 

Not only is the coupe the same price as the equivalent 
Hyundai hatch (which, admittedly gains rear doors over the 
coupe) but it’s so well equipped compared to the Ford you 
wonder if the latter has lost a page of the brochure. 

So before we take the i20 Coupe for a drive, let’s exam¬ 
ine its standard kit in some detail. For the less than £13,000 
price tag you’ll find alloy wheels, electrically-adjusted and 
heated door mirrors and front fog lights on the outside. 

Move to the interior and you discover air conditioning, 
cruise control, rear parking sensors, audio controls on the 
steering wheel and a smartphone docking station atop the 
dash. 

Dig deeper, to discover tyre pressure monitoring, hill start 
assist and a space saver spare wheel, not a bottle of doubt¬ 
fully useful pressurised gloop. And don’t forget Hyundai’s 
five-year, unlimited mileage warranty that includes five years 
roadside assistance too. 

By now you may be wondering if Hyundai has spent so 
much on the fixtures and fittings it has left no room to make 
a profit. 

Well, there are obvious savings on the look and feel of 
the interior. It’s all a bit drab and black and plasticky, but 
everything works with enough solid precision to promise a 
long and trouble-free life. 

There’s also enough room under the coupe’s lowered 
roofline for a couple of adults in the rear, where they will 
find identical legroom to the five-door hatch and only a lit¬ 
tle headroom shaved off it the pursuit of style. The boot’s a 
sensible size too. 

Out on the road the little 1.2-litre engine does its best to 
be perky but doesn’t really relish revs; better to let it relax a 
little and enjoy a ride that makes a very respectable job of 
flattening out our awful British road surfaces. 

Driven with brio the test car’s trip computer (another 
standard fitting) showed 46mpg at journey’s end. That’s 
a decent return but there is a diesel engine on offer (at a 
healthy £2,000 premium) that would do better still. 

You might think, though, that the cheapest coupe (prices 
stretch to £16,400 for a diesel with satnav) is the most sen¬ 
sible buy. 

Make that stylish and sensible.

Sako agents 
are looking 
to triple his 
weekly wage 

BAKARY SAKO’S agents are said 
to have upped his demands to a 
whopping £80,000-a-week for his 
next move. 

The out-of-contract Wolves 
winger, who has offers from a host 
of Premier League clubs including 
Albion and Villa, is reported to be 
asking for a massive £16m over a 
four-year contract. 

Sako is hawking himself around 
but his representatives are said to 
be using the huge £80,000-a-week 
as a starting point for negotia¬ 
tions - double that of Albion’s top 
earner Joleon Lescott, who is be¬ 
lieved to be on £40,000-a-week. 

The agents of the Mali inter¬ 
national were sent packing last 
month by the Baggies and Villa 
after it emerged they were seeking 
£50,000-£60,000-a-week for their 
client. 

Sako, who scored 36 goals in 118 
league games for Wolves, is avail¬ 
able on a Bosman free transfer 
when his deal runs out on June 30 
and has his heart set on a move to 
the Premier League. 

With no transfer fee, the former 
St Etienne wideman will pick up a 
hefty signing-on fee but is believed 
to be seeking huge wages as well. 

In addition to Albion and Villa, 
Leicester, Newcastle, Stoke and 
Sunderland also considering a 
move for the 27-year-old, who has 
lucrative offers to go to the Middle 
East. 

But his demands are likely to 
scare off any of those English 
clubs. 

He earns £25,000-a-week at Mo- 
lineux and Wolves said they would 
be making their 15-goal top scorer 
an offer but there is little point 
when his advisors are seeking such 
an extortionate amount. 


Pulis’ fears 
over burnout 
for Berahino 

ALBION boss Tony Pulis has ad¬ 
mitted his burnout fears for hot- 
shot Saido Berahino - but hailed 
the striker’s maturity at the start 
of 2015. 

Pulis is concerned the 21-year-old 
will be fatigued after representing 
England at this summer’s Un- 
der-21s European Championships 
in the Czech Republic. 

But the Baggies boss, who rested 
Berahino from his starting line-up 
at Newcastle last weekend, is full of 
praise for the academy product’s de¬ 
velopment in recent months.

DARREN Fletcher believes Saido Be- 
rahino’s West Bromwich Albion team 
mates would not begrudge the striker a 
move to a top club this summer.

“He is very clinical and against a 
fantastic goalkeeper on Monday he pro¬ 
duced a fantastic finish (for his second 
goal against Chelsea).” 

Fletcher added: “He’s a great lad who 
is willing to learn and willing to sacrifice 
himself for the team. He’s had some long 
shifts up front on his own and he’s done 
it and never complained.”

WOLVES chief executive Jez Moxey 
claims hotshot Benik Afobe must work 
harder if he is to become a top striker. 

The £2m hitman has impressed after 
scoring 13 goals in 21 games for Wolves 
to take his tally to 32 in all competitions 
this season to make him the country’s 
top scorer. 

Afobe has been linked with Albion 
and Crystal Palace but while Moxey is 
convinced there is improvement in the 
22-year-old, he says the striker must 
graft harder to fulfil his potential as 
Wolves head coach Kenny Jackett looks 
to get his frontmen to close down de¬ 
fenders more. 

“For me, he’s got to work both sides 
of the ball,” said Moxey.

“Half of his season was in League One 
but if he scores 30 goals in the Champi¬ 
onship then it would be a different kettle 
of fish.” 

Afobe is just the sort of quality signing 
head coach Kenny Jackett is looking to 
make this summer as he prepares to lose 
out-of-contract winger Bakary Sako.
